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DETAILED ACTION 



The last office action has been vacated. A new office action on the merits appears 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 43-45,59-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Kain (4,568,122) in view of Corwin (5,620,233). Kain discloses the use of a child 

seat (11) comprising a base (13) having a seating surface; an armrest (47) connected to 

the base on a side of the seating surface; wherein the armrest is adjustable along a 

straight line between a first height position relative to the seating surface and second 

height position relative to the seating surface (figs.4-6); and wherein the armrest 

includes a connecting portion (41) that slidably fits into a corresponding receiving 

portion (31) of the base; wherein the child seat is configured for placement on a seat of 

the vehicle; and wherein the child seat has a belt path configured to receive and locate 

relative to the child a lap belt (75) of restraint system of the vehicle. Kain shows the use 

of all the claimed invention but fails to show the use of a receiving portion includes a slot 

for receiving a tab, the tab is flexible, and armrest includes holes, for receiving the 

protrusions. Corwin teaches the use of a receiving portion (36) includes a slot for 

receiving a tab (44), the tab is flexible, and armrest includes holes (48) for receiving the 



below. 
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protrusions. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention to modify the child seat with a receiving portion includes a slot for receiving a 
tab, the tab is flexible, and armrest includes holes, for receiving the protrusions as 
taught by Corwin in order to move the armrest from the first position to the second 
position. 

Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kain as 
applied to claim 43 above, and further in view of Carnahan (6,474,735). Kain shows the 
use of all the claimed invention but fails to show the use of a push button. Carnahan 
teaches the use of a push button (46). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the child seat with a push button as 
taught by Carnahan, in order to adjust the armrest from one position to the next 
position. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 43-46 and 59-64 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
